COVINA VALLEY RESIDENTS 


UNITE AGAINST CITY GARBAGE 


Several Sessions Held With Supervisorial Board 


at Which Prominent Citizens Protest- 


Baldwin Park Determined To Oust 


The Piggery From The District. 


E. P. Warner, representing the Co- 


vina city board of trustees, A. M. See- 
ley, as a representative of the Covina 
Chamber of Commerce, H. N. Wells, 
J. L. Matthews, W. R. Johnson, D. J. 
Shultis and Mrs. Wheeler, the last 
three being from Baldwin Park, were 
the principal protestants against the 
garbage and piggery nuisance at the 
meeting of the board of supervisors 
Thursday 
morning in Los Angeles. 


Besides these mentioned, there were a 
lal-ge number of citizens from Baldwin 
Park and Valley View, who lent aid to 
the speakers by their presence. The 
question of the removal of the hogs, 
and the discontinuance of the dump- 
ing of garbage from Los Angeles in the 
vicinty of Baldwin Park and Valley 
View was thoroughly discussed, and 
the matter was put squarely up to the 
city of Los Angeles and the board of 
supervisors. 
One speaker, 
in pro- 


testing against the nuisance, stated 
that the people of the Covina valley 
look to the board of supervisors as the 
only official body to whom they can

ed that he was sure that the valley 
residents were in the right in bringing 
such a strong protest. 


The matter was made 
an issue 


which resolved itself into a three-cor- 
nered question. 
It must be settled 


either by the county, the V. D. Reduc- 
tion Company, which has the contract 
for the garbage, or by the city of Los 
Angeles. 
Mrs. Wheeler, in speaking 


of the methods of disposing of gar- 
bage, spoke of New York and other 
Jties that have successfully disposed 
of garbage by dumping in the ocean, 
and it is thought by many citizens that 
he city will be obliged to establish 
an incineration plant, as there is no 
place in Los Angeles county that will 
accept the garbage of Los Angeles 
"ity to destroy property values and 
he comfort of homes. Mayor Alexan- 
der, who spoke for the city, said that 
he considered the question up to the 
garbage company, and that this com- 
pany should be held to its contract to 
dispose of the garbage in a sanitary 
nanner and five miles from the Los 
\.ngeles city limits. Supervisor Man- 
ing thought that the city should solve 
he problem, inasmuch as it was re- 
ponsible for the trouble. 
GARBAGE COMPANY STUMPED. 
Although T. C. Lynch, manager and 


'resident of the V. D. Reduction Com- 
iany, stated Thursday that he would 
ake care of the garbage in a sanitary 


of the board of public works, in speak- 
ing of the incineratpr, said: 


"The incinerator method is good, 


but there is no place for the inciner- 
ator. It would bring out as great pro- 
tests as the garbage dump. The pres- 
ent method is the best for the city and 
least objectionable to others." 


Mayor Alexander put the issue in a 


concise manner when he said: 


"This is a question for the con- 


tractor to deal with and not for the 
city. The city didn't select these dump- 
ing grounds. We have a contract with 
the contractor to take his garbage 
five miles out of the city, and it's up 
to the contractor to do it in a proper 
manner. 


"The present council didn't make 


this contract, and we cannot abrogate 
it Avithout a lawsuit. 


It's up to the contractor to come 


through and fulfill this contract, and 
this isn't a problem of the city.

The tragedy occurred at the McCoy

qualities. The light soil will also be 
compact to hold moisture and the 
heavy soil loosened to take up the 
water.

soil, by this time.

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FATHER OF APPROPRIATIONS 


RETURNS TO HIS WALNUT GROVE 


Assemblyman Cogswell, Who Wrote Schedule 


for State Expenses, Says That Many Pro- 


gressive Things Have Really Been 


Done-Special Session to be Called. 


An old-fashioned home under the 


walnuts at El Monte was experiencing 
a mild flurry of confusion last week. 
Order was being patiently restored 
^from chaos by Assemblyman Prescott 
F. Cogswell, who Is home again from 
Sacramento, concluding his third term 
as a member of that body, a term 
which has been made significant by 
the presence of "the little man up- 
stairs," 
meaning 
Governor 
Hiram 


Johnson. Walking in on Cogswell, in 
the dimly-lighted room of a California 
house of the early fifties, the Argus 
representative found him swimming 
in billows of formidable looking pa- 
pers and overflowing letter files. The 
assemblyman was trying to get rein- 
stated with his family. 


Assemblyman 
Cogswell 
has boeu 


the big man of the legislature this 
term. Outwardly he has not changed 
from the inoffensive, quiet, but sturdy, 
man of political affairs, a man whose 
hair is deepening into iron gray, and 
whose features are almost ascetic, 
but which are relieved by a "kindly 
eye grown clear from much peering 
into the intricacies of political affairs. 
Cogswell has made good the old rule 
operated very little by Americans, Lnat 
power may come through intellect, 
sans gesture, sans oratory. As chair- 
man of the ways and means commit- 
tee, he lias framed this year fin ap- 
propriation bill that no man saw until 
it was presented save himself, and 
which passed both houses and was 
approved without a single change in 
any particular. This is a record that 
one might believe as coming from 
such a worker as Cogswell, but which 
nevertheless has its astonishing fea- 
tures, inasmuch as it went through a 
legislature that was borne upon a 
wave of reform at times bordering on 
fanaticism, 
and 
which 
surely 
had 


a plenteous sprinkling of members 
who were howling dervishes obsessed 
by a fetish of class hatred. Not that 
Cogswell ever uses such strong lan- 
guage—far from it. His term has been 
one of serious grinding and many 
midnight sessions, all night sessions 
in fact, but not disturbed in any sense 
by the clash and clamor about him. 
It is a very comforting thing to look 
at this man's record for sane efficien- 
cy when it is known the atmosphere 
in which he labored. 
Even though 


they may have pawed the air, the 
members deferred to this silent Gib 
ralter from the South, who had the 
facts in his portfolio, those incontro- 
vertible 
facts 
which 
prevail 
even 


though the nest of the American 
eagle is being assailed from every 
side with oratorical brickbats. 
Har- 


mony has been Assemblyman Cogs- 
well's reward all through this session, 
even though he stood out successfully 
against many things that the North 
would have foisted upon the people 
of California. And with him hns been 
"the little man upstairs," so, assured- 
ly, it must have been all right. 


SPECIAL SESSION COMING. 


In answer to a query as to when [ 


he will return to the seat of legislat- 
ing, 
Mr. Cogswell said, 
"Never, 
I 


hope," but. immediately followed it 
with the remark thai it was quite 
possible that the legislature would be 
obliged to convene in special sessirii 
before the summer is over, because 
the taxation for state 
running ex- 


penses will probably come short of 
supplying needs. The board of equal- 
ization is now at work levying the 
tax as fixed according to the reading 
of Amendment No. 1, and will work j 
upon this matter until the first Mon- 
day in July. The tax on public ser- 
vice corporations will bring in about 
$11,250,000. There is $12,4(14,070 to be 
raised for state expenses. All railron.l 
companies in the state will bo tax> d 
for the gross earnings, which inc'udes 
street railway companies, telephone 
companies, gas companies, all com- 
panies doing a public express busi- 
ness, etc. Railroads will be taxed four 
per cent, sleeping cars three per cent, 
express companies two per cent, tele- 
graph and telephone three and one- ! 
half per cent, gas and electric four per 
cent. And these taxes shall be in lieu 
of all other taxes and licenses, state, 
county and municipal, on these prop- j 
erties. This means that all revenue I 


which cities incorporated, and counties 
have received from such companies 
as the Pacific Light & Power Company 
and others, is now not collectable, as 
the state will do the collecting. The 
banks will pay one per cent on capi- 
tal, surplus and undivided properties. 
Prom this amount shall be deducted 
by the state the amount paid to the 
county on real and personal property. 
This means that the county will re- 
ceive its taxes on bank property as 
before, and it will be deducted from 
the state taxation in order to obviate 
a double taxation. By this method the 
banks will not be liable for more than 
one per cent. This does not apply to 
railroads and public utility property. 
SUCCESSFUL 
APPROPRIATIONS. 


The general appropriations bill, of 


which 
Assemblyman 
Cogswell, 
as 


chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee is the father, carries the fig- 
ures of $10,960,000. This provides for 
every institution in the state, and for 
all salaries and expenses from the 
governor down the sliding scale. The 
University of California will receive 
an increase of seven per cent each 
year for four years over the present 
appropriation of $710,000. Next year 
the sum will be $700,000. In addition 
to this the university 
will 
receive 


$200,000 from general appropriations, 
and 
$GO,000 to restore the 
income 


from loss of property In the San Fran- 
cisco fire. There is also a special 
appropriation for viticulture, for mu- 
sic, 
experimental 
and 
pathological 


stations, printing and binding, and 
the university farm at Davis. There 
is an appropriation of $25,000 for the 
experimental station at Riverside, and 
various sums for university projects. 
The establishment of the seven per 
cent basis for the university was only 
settled after long conferences with 
the board of regents, who were indi- 
vidually determined to keep the old 
methods intact, inasmuch as the new 
methods show the appropriations in 
an itemized manner. 


In speaking of the legislature and 


its work in conjunction with the gov- 
ernolr, Mr. Cogswell said that the ses- 
sion had worked in perfect harmony 
with the chief executive. The impres- 
sion in the South that the governor 
had been in conference with the lead- 
ers of labor unionism, and that much 
legislation had gone through of a wild- 
cat nature concerning these unions, 
was entirely erroneous, the assembly- 
man stated. Governor Johnson had 
not allowed the union leaders to get 
inside his office, and one bill after an- 
other, emanating from the labor union 
camps, although passed by the strong 
labor union legislature, had been ve- 
toed by the governor. 
Bills relating 


to the appointing of a barbers' com- 
mission,, and others, such as the es- 
tablishing of a commission making all 
plumbing contracts subject 
to the 


state board of examination, were kill- 
ed by the governor, as these same 
bills in some form had met death at 
the hands of other governors. 
The 


legislature was very strongly union, 
however, the assemblyman stated, as 
the northern counties, the mining dis- 
tricts and San Francisco, were lined 
up hard and fast for the union ele- 
ment. The legislature has been grow- 
ing more strongly union each session, 
Mr. Cogswell stated. Only the South 
has stood strongly out against the in- 
roads of labor unionism. 


That the assemblyman from 
this 


district has come out with line work 
to his credit and 
absolutely clean 


skirts, is something that the entire 
South is congratulating itself upon at 
the end of the session. Mr. Cogswell's 
record is not equaled by any other man 
in the assembly. He has been a lead- 
er, though a quiet one, and his loader- 
ship has worked for the very best in- 
terests of the state at large. 


He is resting now at his walnut 


ranch, sorting out his papers, and lire- 
paring for the inevitable special ses- 
sion. 
Assemblyman Cogswell's inti- 


mation that he hoped for a cessation 
of public duties, is the betrayal of his 
desire for peaceful occupation and ex- 
clusion from the lime-light, but like 
Cincinnatus of old, this grand and 
quiet lighter from the South may at 
any time be called from his plow.

Cadets Are Given Good Time By Cov- 


vina Citizena And Create Admir- 


ation For Drill Work. 


The cadets have come and seen and 


conquered. All the week past Covina 
has presented a truly military aspect, 
and the "orfk-cr bhoys,-" as Kipling:-: 
Mulvaney would call them, have won 
the respect and admiration of the 
citizens, and 
the- privates and "rook- 


ies" have also donr. Camp Housh. as 
the array of white tents is called, in 
honor of Principal Housh of the Los 
Angeles High School, has been the 
Mecca for hundreds of visitors from 
f'ovina and other nearby valley towns, 


HH well as many visitors daily from 
Los Angeles. It h^s been situated at 
the foot of Citrus avenue, on the Bald- 
win plains. 


The official name of I^os Angeles 


High's military organization is "The 
Cadet Corps of the Los Angeles High 
School." Only a comparatively small 
percentage of the total enlistment has 
been encamped at Camp Housh the 
past week. The organization is a part 
of the official curriculum of the school, 
and while intended for all students 
wishing to participate, military train- 
ing is compulsory only in the tenth 
year. The officers are chosen mainly 
from the Senior year cadets, although 
there are some Juniors among them. 
Nearly all of the privates at the camp 
are Sophomores, and were of all sizes 
and descriptions, from one young hope- 
ful who bids fair to become as weighty 
as President Taft, to the star cadet 
for height, who is far above six feet, 
and would be very difficult for bullets 
to hit in case of war, on account of 
his thin front. Governor Johnson has 
just signed a bill making military in- 
struction for two years compulsory, 
and it was stated that Los Angeles 
High would undoubtedly make the 
Sophomore and Junior, tenth and elev- 
enth, years, the required 
time for 


military training. 


This camp is the first official one 


the cadet battalion has been able to 
establish since its organization, and it 
consisted of twenty-four tents, includ- 
ing the 
formidable-appearing 
guard 


house, which warned one of the neces- 
snty of keeping order. The total num- 
ber of cadets, both officers and men, 
numbered approxibately 75, and was 
divided into three companies. Ernest 
W. Oliver, military instructor of the 
school, was commandant. Mr. Oliver 
is a graduate of the University of Cali- 
fornia, and was a senior captain of 
cadets during his college course. He 
was also In the Philippines during the 
Spanish war. Commandant Oliver said 
he wished to express, through the med- 
ium of the Argus, his gratitude to the 
people of Covina for their aid in secur- 
ing a suitable camp site and in making 
the stay of the cadets as pleasant as it 
has been, 


CADETS IN BATTLE. 


The main events of interest during 


the week at the cam)) were as fol- 
lows: Wednesday, a sham battle from 
9:30 a.m. to 1 p.m. with Company C 
taking the defensive and A and B the 
offensive. The judges declared the de- 
fenders the winners. Later in the af- 
ternoon a baseball game was played 
with the Covina High School, resulting 
in a victory for the latter. At evening 
a special guard mount and evening 
parade was given for the benefit of 
visitors and the faculty of Covina High 
School, which attended the camp in a 
body, 


Thursday was the "big day." In 


the morning both the Covina Grammar 
and High Schools: were dismissed at 
10:30, and the town turned out en 
masse to witness a drill by the entire i 
battalion on the High School grounds. ' 
Delegations from outside were also ; 
present, so there was a larger crowd 
'• 


attending than the High School grounds | 
have ever before known. The cadets ; 
made a splendid appearance, and their j 
teamwork was superb, both officers ' 
and men displaying (.raining of the 
highest quality and an intimate know- 
ledge of military tactics. In the after- 
noon occurred a track meet between 
the cadets and the local high school, 
and also exhibition maneuvers by the 
cadets, such as equipment races, erec- 
tion and taking down of tents, and ' 
many other interesting phases of the 
work a soldier performs in the field. 
The track meet was won by the Covina 
school, the cadets winning only the 
1"0 yard dash out of four events. The 


i adets were greatly handicapped, how- 
ever, by the absence of ttu-ir best men.

Peary's Canvas 
Tents, Which Were 


Absolutely Snow Proof. 


"A man's tirst night in a canvas tent 


in the arctic is likely to be rather 
wakeful," says Commander Peary in 
Hampton's. 
"The ice makes mysteri- 


ous noises, the dogs bark and flght out- 
side the tent, where they are tethered, 
and as three Eskimos and one white 
man usually occupy a small tent and 
the oil stove is left burning all night 
the air, notwithstanding the cold, is 
not overpure, and sometimes the Eski- 
mos begin chanting to the spirits of 
their ancestors in the middle of the 
night Sometimes, too, the new man's 
nerves are tried by hearing wolves 
howl in the distance. 


"The tents are specially made. They 


are of lightweight canvas, and the 
floor of the tent is sewed directly into 
it. 
The fly is sewed up, a circular 


opening in it just large enough to ad- 
mit a man. and that, opening fitted 
with a circular flap, which is closed by 
a drawstring, making the tent abso- 
lutely snow proof. 
An ordinary teut 


when the snow is flying would be filled 
in no time. 


"The tent is pyramidal, with one pole 


in the center, and the edges are usual- 
ly held down by the sledge runners or 
by snowshoes used as tent pegs. The 
men sleep on the floor in their clothes 
with a musk ox skin or a couple of 
deerskins wrapped around them. 


"The 
kitchen bos for our sledge 


journeys is simply a wooden box con- 
taining two double burner oil stoves 
with four inch wicks. The two cook- 
ing pots are the bottoms of five gallon 
coal oil tins lilted with covers. When 
packed they are turned bottom side up 
over each stove, and the hinged cover 
of the wooden box is closed. 


"On reaching camp, whether tent or 


snow igloo, the kitchen box is set 
down inside. The top of the box is 
turned up and keeps the heat of the 
stove from melting the wall of the 
igloo or burning the tent. The hinged 
front of the box is turned down and 
forms a table. 
Tho two cooking pots 


are filled with pounded ice and put on 
the stove. When the ice melts one pot 
is used for tea and the other may be 
used to warm beans or to boil meat if 
there is nny. 


"Each man has a quart cup for tea 


and a hunting knife which serves 
many purposes. 
He does not carry a 


fork, and one teaspoon is considered 
quite enough for a party of four. Each 
man helps himself from the pot—sticks 
in his knife and fishes out a piece of 
meat. 


"The- theory of field work is that 


there shall be two meals a day. one 
in the morning and one at night. AH 
the days grow short the meals are tak- 
en before light and after dark, leaving 
the period of light entirely for work. 
Sometimes it Is necessary to travel 
twenty-four hours without stopping foi 
food."
